The theme of this alternative is ta emphasize resource uses 
that contribute to the local and regional economies of 
Southeast Alaska, such os timber harvesting, commercial 
fishing, mining and tourism. Non-market values (such as 
wildlife habitat or visual quality), roadless area 
opportunities, and wild and scenic rivers (ill be emphasized 
in selected areas. Opportunities for local residents to 
pursue traditional lifestyles, including subistence use and 
recreation, (ill also be emphasized. This alternative 
incorporates the 12 'protected areas* suggested by the 
Southeast Conference. 



Direction Common to All Management Areas 

All management areos provide for the continuation of reasonable access to subsistence 
resources and the appropriate use of snoimac h i nes , motorboats, and other means 
of traditional surfoce transportation by rurol residents. 

AM management areas are open to mineral exploration and development with six exceptions: 
Wilderness, Wilderness National Monuments. Nonvi Iderness Notional Monuments. Wild Rivers, 
Research Naturol Areas, and Enacted Municipal Watershed.

WW - Wilderness - Monage for the preservation of areas essentially unaffected 
by human use that provide outstanding opportunities for solitude, primitive 
recreation, and scientific and educational uses. Roads are not permitted and 
use of mechanical transport and motorized equipment is limited. 



WM - Wilderness National Monument - Manage for the Wilderness portions of 
Admiralty Island and Misty Fiords National Monuments that provide outstandin 
opportunities for solitude and primitive recreation and to protect objects o 
ecological, cultural, geological . historical, prehistorical . and scientific 
interest. Roods are not permitted and use of mechanical transport and motor 
e q u i pme nt is limited. 
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SP - S em i -p r i m i t i v e Recreation - Provide motorized and n o n-mo t o r i z e d recreation 
opportunities in natural and natural appearing environments vhere interaction 
with others is I o w and the opportunity for independence and self-reliance is 
moderate to high. When present, roads are few and used primarily to expand ond 
improve access to recreation opportunities or to permit access to other ports 
of the Forest and other ownerships. Timber harvest is limited to salvage of 
catastrophic events or beach log recovery.

EF - Experimental Forests - Manage to provide a variety of long-term opportunities 71,770 
for Forest research ond demonstration areos. Timber harvesting will occur only for 
these purposes. Roods «ill be developed to facilitate ongoing research.
